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The proposed budget is about $2,100 larger than the 
one recommended one year ago, but it is only $372.10 
larger than the amount actually appropriated at the last 
school meeting. This budget has been examined by 
the budget committee appointed by the school meeting 
and has received this committee’s approval. 

Improvements 
The Oak Hill building was repainted during the 
summer. The Sanborn Road building was reshingled. 
The Oak Hill building should be reshingled this coming 
year. | | 

A new fence of substantial type was erected about the 
Eastman property. The appearance of this corner is 
very much improved. 

It should not be necessary for me to remind you that 
the Kastman building is still very much in need of paint. 
This is quite apparent. Considerable work needs to be 
done at the Union building in repainting and redeco- 
rating the school rooms. I see no reason why it might 
not be possible for us to receive Federal Aid on these 
projects. Our neighbors do not seem to be unmindful 
of the opportunity and in many places extensive school 
building projects are being planned with the hope and 
expectation of receiving very liberal Federal assistance. 

Tilton School Contract 

The last school meeting authorized the school board 
to renew the contract with Tilton School for a period of 
one year and stipulated the conditions of the contract. 
Such a contract was made and was approved by the 
State Commissioner of Education. Under the terms of 
the new contract the tuition charge is $125 per pupil for 
one hundred pupils, and for all pupils in excess of one 
hundred the charge is $100 per pupil. Pupils who 
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attend only a part of the year are not considered in com- 
puting the total number, the charge of such pupils being 
at the rate of $125 per year for such quarters as they 
may be in attendance. 

Within the last few years the enrollment in high or 
secondary schools throughout the state and nation has 
greatly increased. This larger enrollment will probably 
prove a permanent condition. It is very doubtful’ if 
business and industry, even with the return of pros- 
perity, will ever again find places for boys and girls of 
high school age. 

Our enrollment at Tilton School has steadily in- 
creased in recent years. One hundred and_ forty-six 
boys and girls have been registered there this current 
school year, and in addition there have been four local 
pupils registered in the Franklin High School. The 
cost to the district this year for high School tuition will 
be approximately $16,600.00. 

Annual Meeting 

The annual school meeting will be held in the Tilton 
Town Hall March 22, at 7:30 in the evening. You will 
find the warrant printed elsewhere. It contains several 
articles of special interest. The term of Mrs. Mabel W. 
Hill and Dixon F. Vancore, members of the school boaid, 
expire this year. 

Once more I wish to express my appreciation of the help 
and cooperation which I have received from the school 
board, the teachers and many others.
